Recovery, Inc. Members Are 'Apprentices'

"I joined Recovery 13 years 


ago. I had been in a mental 
hospital/five times:'-' 


The -woman "who spoke,did 


not hesitate. She told of'the 
shock-treatments, the insulin, 
the years it* had taken her to 
stabilize herself with mem- 
bers of her family, her job, 
her community. It is an ever 
continuing process, one made 
easier by her participation in 
Recovery, Inc., an association 
for the prevention of relapses 
in former mental patients and 
chronicity in nervous persons. 


Standing before her aud- 


ience she pulled no punches. 
She did not need to because 
those who listened shared 
many of those experiences. 


Others attending the Lead- 


ership conference and Public 
Panel Discussion Friday and 
Saturday at t h e Conway 
Motor Inn came to find out 
what Recovery. Inc., was all 
about. 


The panel continued with 


Doris (not her real name) 
relating a recent experience 
that could have proved a set 
back. 


Upsetting Situation 


"My husband was unhappy 


that I worked weekends. I 
approached my boss about

changing my hours and didn't 
get a good response." After a 
call to the supervisor she "got 
it fixed"- but by the time .she 
was ready for bed she had 
worked herself into a nervous 
state. When she could sleep, it 
was fitful. When she awaken- 
ed in the morning her first 
thought was of the day before. 


"I became objective and 


went to work as usual that 
day. Before Recovery," she 
added, "I wouldn't have had 
the' gumption to even ask for 
the hour change... I couldn't 
even keep house then.

The program was 
founded in Chicago in 1937'by 
the late Dr. Abraham A. Low 
at the 'Psychiatric Institute of 
the University of Illinois Med-. 
ical Schpol .where he was 
acting director and associate 
professor of psychiatry and 
neurology. 


His system of self-help is

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Egypt After Nasser 


: 
Since the death of Gamal Nasser, 


," there has been so much confusion in the 
: Middle East that it is difficult to find out 
'.the possibilities for a peaceful set- 
I tlement, 


; 
The unanimous choice by the Arab 


' Socialist Union of Anwar el-Sadat and 
his election by the National Assembly to 
the Presidency was a move in the right 
direction for tare reasons. It removed at 
least the present danger of a power 
struggle in Egypt although that still may 
come particularly from dissident 
members of the Army. And while 
President Anwar el-Sadat was a strong 
backer of Mr. Nasser, he is not the 
flamboyant type of leader that his 
predecessor was. Mr. Nasser wanted a 
negotiated settlement with Israel and 
long ago appeared willing to recognize 
the need for the security of all national 
borders m the Middle East but 
sometimes his speeches seemed, to get 
away from him. So far. President Anwar 
el-Sadat does not seem to have the 
personal ambitions that Mr. Nasser did. 


It seems unfortunate at this time that 


the United States should pull out from 
the' deputy ambassadorial level of the 
Big Four Mideast talks. In some areas it 
is believed that the move was a warning 
to the Soviet Union about the rumored 
Cuban sub base and the Soviet backing 
of Egyptian missiles placed in violation 
of the cease-fire regulations. It may be 


part of the harder line President Nixon 
has been taking in the Middle East and 
Mediterranean while he was making 
concessions in Indochina. Spokesmen for 
the White House said the reason for the 
pull out was the "serious and continuing 
violations" by Egypt and Russia which 
raised doubts that there was a sincere 
desire to find a peaceful settlement. 


The move may work if there really is 


such a desire on the part of the Egyp- 
tians and Russians and we believe there 
is. At this particular time, when the 
Soviet Union does not for sure know hi 
what direction Egypt is going, and also 
the immense dangers that were involved 
in the Jordanian civil war if more out- 
siders had come in, it would seem to be 
wiser to push for wider discussions. 
While the commandos have been quiet 
since the agreement reached between 
them and King Hussein, the problem of 
the refugee camps still is there. Israel 
has shown a willingness to take back 
perhaps as many as 200,000 refugees of 
the more than a million. The others must 
be absorbed by the Arab nations which 
have encouraged the continuation of the 
camps as a political issue. 


Perhaps gunboat; and walkout 


diplomacy is not completely out of date. 
But if negotiations between relatively 
equally strong .nations are to succeed 
both sides must be satisfied. This seems 
often to be forgotten both in Washington 
and Moscow. 


Secretary Laird's Visit to Greece 


Secretary of Defense Melvin Laird's 


recenfc trip to Greece, while President 
Nixon was visiting elsewhere in Europe, 
may have been partly to soothe any 
ruffled feelings because the President 
didn't come to Athens at this time. But it 
also was apparently to discuss Greece's 
role within the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization and we have no doubt that 
the matter of American military aid to 
Greece came up in the discussions. 


When the military coup felled the 


republican government in Greece in 
April, 1967, the United States cut off 
sending heavy military equipment such 
as tanks, aircraft and artillery although 
shipments of smaller arms and am- 
munition and other supplies continued. 
Then when the. Russians invaded 
Czechoslovakia, part of the embargo 
was lifted and about $28 million worth of 
heavy military equipment was sent to 
Greece. 


It may seem that the threat to Greece 


from the Russian invasion of an Eastern 
European country was remote but the 
Department of Defense has argued 
rather logically that no one knew what 
next move the Russians might make- 
perhaps into Romania or even 
Yugoslavia—and bolstering NATO 
forces was important. 


The trouble with our sending in- 


creasing military aid to Greece is that it 
helps to maintain in power a military 
regime that, despite the usual rhetoric, 
shows no sign of returning to a 
republican form of government and 


which is charged at least with the torture 
as well as the imprisonment of political 
opponents. We cannot expect every 
government in the world to be as free as 
ours and President Nixon by his visits to 
Yugoslavia and Spain demonstrated that 
we must try to get along with others. But 
other members of NATO, all of which 
with the possible exception of Turkey, 
are in the strongly democratic tradition, 
have been extremely critical of our 
implied backing of the Greek regime. 
Greece resigned from one European 
organization rather than face censure or 
expulsion. If other members of NATO, 
who are far closer to Russia than we are, 
do not feel a militarily strong Greece is 
essential, it's a little hard to understand 
why our government does. 


There is also the problem of the 


ancient hostility between Turkey and 
Greece. The open warfare on Cyprus 
was fought with American arms sup- 
plied to both sides although of course not 
for that purpose. And another nation, 
Bolivia, which received American 
military aid—and training—not only 
used the assistance to put down Com- 
munist revolutionaries but has had two 
military coups in a year with the same 
aid. 


President Nixon has been taking a 


harder line and perhaps it is justified by 
the Soviet violation of the cease-fire in 
the Middle East. But it doesn't seem to 
be leading to much more hope for all 
those "freedom loving people" the cliche 
cites as our aim in assisting. 


'Puritanical Morality?" 


Those persons with an eye for some of 


the more remarkable ironies of our 
complex times and society may lift a 
quizzical eyebrow about the comment of 
the head of the municipal health 
department of the capital city of 
Madison as he reported the soaring rate 
of illegitimate births there. 


The rapid rise in illegitimacies in 


absolute numbers and in ratio to total 
births reflects the "puritanical" 
tradition of Wisconsin that abortion is 
sinful, and is prohibited under state law 
because of the state's adherence to such 
beliefs, noted the health agency official. 


Dr. Kincaid or his staff did not 


trouble to remind themselves and their 
constituents that another ingredient of 
the "puritanical" mind is the belief that 
illegitimate births result from illegal 
intercourse But it is perhaps too much 
to expect public men in these 
sophisticated times to remind them- 
selves of such realities, as they publish 
solemnly an observation that will be a 
strong competitor for the non sequitur of 
the year in Wisconsin. 


As the high school Latin scholars will 


easily remember, an inference or a 
conclusion that does not follow from the 
premises is illogical and offensive, even 
when it is asserted by a certified scholar 
in public health administration.

gubernatorial campaign to 
give up the idea that the 
Republican nominee starts the 
contest as the favorite. 


The record is too persuasive 


to be ignored. Considering 
only this century, Democrats 
have held the office only eight 
years out of 70 that have 
elapsed. The first of them was 
carried in the wake of the 
Roosevelt landslide of 1932. 
Even with that advantage, he 
was unable to survive a closer 
inspection by the electorate 
only two years later. 


Nelson Won Twice 


The last of them won by an 


extremely narrow margin. He 
was John Reynolds, who 
promptly lost the next round 
as did Gov. Schmedeman in 
1934. The most convincing of 
the Democratic aspirants for 
governor was Gaylord Nelson, 
who was elected twice, albeit 
partly because he was for- 
tunate enough to encounter 
Republican campaigns of less 
than usual enthusiasm and 
proficiency. 


Nelson's own exceptional 


voter-attraction talents, 
moreover, were 
certified 


when he ran successfully for 
the U. S. Senate after two 
terms 
of 
dealing 
with 


Republican 
- 
controlled 


legislators who had a veto 
power over him. 


N e v e r t h e l e s s , 
the 


professionals remember that 
Nelson's 
margins 
were 


modest. They were perhaps 
attributable as much to his 
considerable personal cam- 
paigning skills as to the appeal 
of his party and its platform as 
such. 


If the basic political coloring 


of a state can be measured by 
its usual preferences for the 
control of the most important 
public office within it, the 
overwhelming majority of 
Republican governors chosen 


in this century offers telling 
evidence that the state is 
Republican at base. 


Margins Have Declined 


But 
the 
margins 
of 


Republican power when the 
party has won have steadily 
declined. It is reasonable to 
speculate that the straight 
party line voters are about 
equal in each direction and 
that perhaps a few hundreds 
of thousands of swing votes 
control the results. Those 
votes are influenced by per- 
sonalities, the response to the 
general 
attitude 
and 


discussion of the issues of the 
chief nominees, and their 
reaction to the pressing and 
obvious problems of the times 
mat are within the power of 
the state to affect or resolve. 


Thus Patrick J. Lucey, the 


Democratic nominee, and 
Jack Olson, the lieutenant 
governor and heir to the 
Republican mantle worn for 
six years by Gov. Knowles, 
can be sure that their fight will 
be dose and that the winner 
will be the man who can go the 
extra mile, in a manner of 
speaking, and break into the 
small ratio of the normally 
uncommitted 
without 


arousing alarm or suspicion in 
the minds of the faithful 
partisans of their own per- 
suasions. 


One wonders 
in con- 


templating their dilemmas 
whether they 
sometimes 


flinch a little at the enormous 
per capita cost they are 
bearing to reach the ears and 
the minds of the relatively 
small minority that will make 
the final decision. 


Reflect Two Attitudes 


Everything considered, the 


past performance of the 
electorate, the disintegration 
of the national Democratic 
party apparatus and the 
shifting 
of power block 


allegiances as perceived by 
some able students of national 
politics, the vote-collecting 
performance of the candidates 
in previous tests, and their 
known 
j strengths 
and 


weaknesses, Jack Olson could 
have assured himself on 
nomination day that he could 
only lose the election, while 
Lucey could have told himself 
that he had yet to win it. At- 
titudes as surmised here have 
been reflected by their aides. 


They may help to explain 


why Olson's stance has been 
generally 
cautious, 
with 


"program papers" neatly 
written and aptly phrased, but 
containing relatively little 
substantive matter. 


Conversely, it probably 


explains that the range and 
number of Lucey's more 
specific proposals betray an 
anxiety to please and to at- 
tract attention. They also 
contain the risk of arousing 
skepticism in the minds of the 
precious independents who 
are proud of their attention to 
campaign developments.
